Police still working ‘around the clock’ 


TWO more men have been 
sentenced - one of them 
jailed - for their part in the 
disorder in Woolwich. 

Arry Pope 22, of Gorman 
Road, Woolwich, was 
sentenced at the Inner London 
Crown Court to ten months for 
handling stolen goods. 

Police conducted a search 
warrant at his home address 
and seized clothing and 
trainers worth about £1,000. 
Pope pleaded guilty to 
handling stolen goods from 
the Blue Inc. store in Powis 
Street 

Alfie McComb, 23, of Gibson 
Street, Greenwich, was 
sentenced to six months in 
prison, suspended for eighteen 
months, and given 150 hours 
of unpaid work for receiving 
stolen goods from a burglary. 

He was arrested and charged 
after handing himself in at a 
police station. A large quantity 
of electrical goods and clothing 
was found at his home address, 
complete with store security 
tags belonging to Maplin, 
JD Sports and the Carphone 
Warehouse. He told police he

had bought the items at a low 
cost. DC Mark Gilchrist said: “I 
am pleased with the sentences. 
A team of detectives is working 
around the clock to ensure 
those involved in the disorder 
that took place in Woolwich 
are brought before a court.”

Burglar gets jail time 


A WOMAN who 
burgled an elderly 
lady has been 
jailed for four 
and a half years. 
Marie Keane 42, 
of Vincent Road, 
Woolwich, tricked 
a 73-year-old 
victim in June 
by asking her 
if her television 
was working, 
pretending to be 
there to check it. 
After entering 
the victim’s 
address, Keane 
asked various 
questions about 
the television and 
left a short while 


later. The victim 
became suspicious 
and discovered her 
purse was missing. 

Officers 
immediately 
recovered CCTV 
showing a partial 
image of the 



suspect, who was 
arrested within an 
hour. The victim 
was praised by 
the judge at Inner 
London Crown 
Court for her 
composure. 

DC Kevin Rickett 
said: “Keane’s 
habit of targeting 
elderly and 
vulnerable people 
led us to her. We 
are determined 
to pursue anyone 
targeting those 
most vulnerable 
in society and do 
all we can to bring 
them in front of a 
judge.” 


Time to be smart and 
register your mobile 


POLICE in Greenwich are 
urging people to register their 
mobile phones to increase the 
chance of recovering stolen 
items. While overall crime in 
Greenwich continues to fall 
there has been a four per cent 
increase in street robberies 
and more than 40 per cent of 
all concern a mobile phone. 
DCI Mike Balcombe said: 

“I would strongly suggest 
that everyone records their 
phone IMEI number on www. 
immobilise.com. 

“Smart phones are becoming 
must-have items for many 
people - that includes 
criminals too.” 

Police officers have visited 
10 secondary schools across 
the borough to ensure that 
children and young people 
record their mobiles on the 


immobilise.com. A total of 440 
children have registered so far. 
Some simple tips to follow; 

• Keep your phone hidden and 
be cautious when you use it at 
night 

• Use your phone’s built-in 
security features 

• If your phone is stolen, 
report it to the police 
immediately 

• Contact your mobile phone 
network as soon as possible 
so the phone can be locked 

• Add your phone to the 
National Mobile Phone 
Register. If it is stolen and then 
recovered by police, it can then 
be returned to you. To find out 
the IMEI number type in *#06# 
and it will display the 15-digit 
number, which can then be 
registered at www.immobilise. 
com.

Gallery in the Woolwich 
Centre. The honour confers no 
material gain, but it is a highly- 
prized distinction and carries 
continued recognition on all 
civic ceremonial occasions. 

Mr King was elected to 
Greenwich Council in 1978, 
and served the borough as 
a Conservative councillor 
continuously until he stood 
down in May 2010. He was 
elected to represent the Palace 
Ward from 1978 to 2002, and the 
Eltham South Ward from 2002 
to 2010. He served the council 
as both the Leader of the 
Conservative group and later 
as deputy leader. During his 
time on the council he served 
on 22 different committees, most 
notably planning board and its 
sub-committees, the policy and 
resource committee and the 
housing committee. He was also 
an active member of the Eltham 
Town Centre Steering Group. 

Councillors unanimously 
agreed that awarding the 
Honorary Freedom of the 


Borough to Mr King was a fitting 
way to mark his contribution to 
the borough and its residents. He 
was presented with a certificate, 
stamped with the council’s seal. 

The motion was proposed 
by leader of the council Chris 
Roberts and seconded by leader 
of the opposition, councillor 
Spencer Drury. 

Cllr Roberts said: “Peter has 
shown a remarkable degree of 
commitment to the borough, 
and to public service. 

“Throughout his time on the 
council, Peter showed a level of 
generosity that was recognised 
across the council chamber, 
and he was - with good reason 
- held in the highest regard by 
councillors of all parties, and by 
the people whom he represented. 

“He was always prepared to put 
aside party politics, if it was for 
the betterment of the borough 
and would always, above all else, 
bat for Greenwich.” 

Cllr Drury added: “I can think 
of no more deserving recipient 
of the Freedom of the Borough 
than Peter. 

“Throughout his long period

Hard to follow the right path 
- am I better off on benefits? 


I WAS reading your article on 
working tax credit (GT, October 
11) and decided to write you a 
letter regarding my problem. 

I am a lone 21-year-old 
female who has been living 
independently for the past five 
years. I have had numerous job 
roles but have recently taken up 
a level 2 business administration 
apprenticeship with Bexley 
Council. Therefore I am on a 
very low income. I tried to make 
a claim for numerous benefits 
(income support, working tax 
credits) to be informed there is 
absolutely no help or support 
available for me as I am only 21 
and have no dependent children 
within my household. 

I am currently in receipt of 
housing benefit and council tax 
at reduced prices. I understand 
the importance of working 
and managing your money, 
however, in my circumstances 
I am struggling to do so on the 
allowance I have coming in and 
the bills going out. I am trying 


so hard to follow the right path 
in life but feel I am working 
to survive. When it comes to 
living it is impossible, I believe. 
Speaking out as a young person 
trying to pursue my career 
and live an independent legal 
lifestyle is a mission impossible 
now. Young people in society 
willing to do good really do 
deserve more help and support 
in place for them. In reality 
they get thrown to one side by 
the benefit systems. I rang the 
local council to be told I was 
a young statistic better off 
“quitting my job and claiming 
benefits”. I found this disgusting 
and ridiculous and would just 
like to get my point across that 
some young people are trying 
to succeed and on the verge of 
giving up because of the “typical 
image” set upon our age group 
by the local authorities. 

I need this alerted to people 
as many younger people 
living independently, taking 
up apprenticeships, will be in 


exactly the same position as 
me and I feel this to be very 
distressing.

• SORRY to hear that you are 
facing difficulties. The council 
helps hundreds of young adults 
enter the jobs market each year, 
and the view that you would be 
better off on benefits is not one 
that we would condone. 

With regard to national benefit 
rules, Government guidelines 
dictate that under 25s cannot get 
working tax credit unless they are 
disabled or have children. 

And unfortunately there is less 
help through housing benefit 
for under 25s if they are renting 
privately. 

Thank you for highlighting this. The 
council has reviewed your case and 
will be writing to you directly. 
Greenwich residents can check if 
they are missing out on tax credits 
or benefits by calling Welfare 
Rights on 020 8921 6375.

THERE are loads of ways to cut fuel bills this 
winter. Here are just a few from the Energy 
Savings Trust. 

Set your heating to go off 30 minutes before 
you leave the house, and come on again 
30 minutes before you return. Make sure 
radiators are not obstructed. Draw curtains at 
dusk to help keep heat inside rooms. Insulate 
loft space and consider cavity wall insulation. 

Use energy-efficient light bulbs. Turn off 
microwaves, TVs, videos, music systems, and 
computers when not in use. Remember, they 
still use energy when left on standby. 

Washing: Use a low temperature setting 
and only wash full loads. Use a clothes rail 
instead of a radiator to dry clothes indoors 
as this stops the heat from reaching the rest 
of the room. Modern dishwashers use less 
energy and water than washing up by hand. 
Cooking: Use a pan which is the same size as 


the cooker ring to prevent heat loss. Use a lid 
on saucepans where possible so the contents 
heat up faster. Pressure cookers, steamers 
and microwaves use less energy. Boil only 
as much water as you need. Look out for a 
build-up of limescale in your kettle and treat 
with vinegar or descaling solutions. Turn the 
thermostat on your hot water tank down to 60 
degrees. Shower rather than take a bath. 

Grants: You may be able to get a grant or 
interest free loan for heating installation if 
you are a homeowner and get certain benefits 
such as Council Tax Benefit or Guaranteed 
Pension Credit, and if you are aged 60 or 
over or have a long term illness or disability.

It's a green scene at 


Greenwich Theatre

GREENWICH Theatre is 
playing much more than 
just a bit part in the local 
green campaign. 

Recent analysis has revealed 
that it’s one of the greenest 
and most energy-efficient 
theatres in London. 

And it didn’t need a West End 
dramaturg to come up with 
the line: “Do it outdoors!” 

The theatre in Crooms Hill 
had 10 performances in one 
week recently but saves on 
lighting in the summer with its 
outdoor theatre performances 
such as The Secret Market at 
Oxleas Woods. 

General manager Simon 
Francis is the theatre’s Green 
Champion. He said: “It sounds 
a bit grander than it is but 
I’m basically the person who 
keeps environmental care 
somewhere towards the top of 
a very long list of priorities. 

“It’s not just about recycling 
and turning off lights - the 
Green Champion has to 
encourage everyone working 
at the theatre to be responsible 
when it comes to energy and 
the environment.” 

This all comes at a time 
when the venue is attracting 
increased audiences and in the 
same year that the company 
has picked up an award for 
international theatre in 
Dublin. 

Greenwich has also 

established a theatre exchange 
with New York but has still 
found ways of driving its 
energy consumption down to 
an astonishing level. 

Reducing energy use might 
seem like a pretty low priority 
for a theatre, or at least not a 
natural part of the process of 
planning a season of shows 


or rehearsing with a group of 
actors, but Simon is committed 
to keeping the green agenda 
high on the company’s list of 
considerations. 

He told GT: “There is a long 
list of really good reasons why 
we should be ‘green’, I think 
we should all take individual 
steps towards caring for the 



environment and part of that 
is seeing that the places we go 
to and things we buy are also 
doing their bit. 

“We re-use costumes and 
props a lot and are careful 
about the materials we 
use, but theatre lights can 
burn a lot of electricity. Of 
course turning off lights and 
electrical equipment when 
not in use can have a big effect 
on our spending as well. More 
and more of our staff and 
customers have personal goals 
for environmental issues so we 
want to share in that effort.” 

You would be forgiven for 
thinking that a reduction in 
the number of performances 
presented at the theatre 
lay behind the impressive 
environmental results but the 
truth is in fact the opposite. 


Simon said: “If anything 
we’re increasing the number 
of performances we present 
each year - we have just 
had 10 performances in one 
week! Rather than cutting 
the operation back, the main 
energy-saving and recycling 
achievements of the theatre 
have come about by improving 
the way we use the building. 

“It sounds very basic but 
just turning lights off, making 
sure fridges don’t run when 
they’re empty, closing doors to 
keep the heat in, small steps 
like these really do work. Of 
course our outdoor theatre is 
probably the greatest saver of 
them all - as we don’t need any 
lighting at all!”

‘ROSIE SALTER’ knows 
about the journey prospective 
adopters in Greenwich have 
to go through after adopting 
3-year-old daughter Charlotte 
through the council. Rosie 
says: “I wondered at 47 was 
it possible for me to adopt. 
But I was so passionate 
about doing it that I refused 
to let my age limit my 
possibility to be a mother. I 
went for the interview with 
Greenwich’s Adoption team. 
Three months later I met my 
social worker for the first 
time. I was anxious about 
the whole procedure at first, 
but after months of enquiries 
it became fascinating and I 
found it preparation for what 
I was about to undertake. 
Greenwich council were very 
supportive and listened to me 
throughout the journey”. 
Rosie remembers how she 
felt when she first met 
her daughter. She said: “It 


may have been the scariest 
moment of my life, but the 
match made by my social 
worker was perfect. Charlotte 
already had a strong 
personality but we both got 
to learn who the other was 
and as the trust grew I was 
tested and the boundaries 
were pushed against!” 

She says adopting is 
a rewarding to her “I 


can honestly say it has 
brought love, laughter, fun, 
appreciation and a meaning 
to my life. I would say to 
anyone wanting to adopt is 
to be open from the outset 
with your social worker and 
trust them.” She added, “No 
parent gets to choose their 
child, it’s something you 
make a commitment to, to be 
a parent.” 
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Students switching off to save the planet 


IT’S National Adoption Week from 
October 31 - November 6. More 
families than ever are needed 
to become adoptive parents and 
provide a safe and nurturing 
home. GRACE LIPSKI reports. . . 


CHOOSING to adopt a 
child can be a difficult and 
daunting decision to make. 
National Adoption Week 
(Oct 31 - Nov 6) is to remind 
prospective parents that 
there is help and support 
available to those who might 
consider adopting. 

Adoptive parents are needed 
right here in Greenwich. To be 
eligible you need be over the 
age of 21 and able to offer a 
stable home. You must show 
you can afford to look after a 
child and satisfy the relevant 
checks. You do not need to live 
in the borough, and whether you 
own or rent your property is not 
important. The main thing is 
being able to meet the needs of 
each individual child. 

Adopters are sought from all 
ethnic backgrounds. Careful 
work goes into finding a 
suitable match but this doesn’t 
automatically mean that the 
adopting parent has to be from 
the same ethnic background 
as the child - the key thing is 
a willingness to acknowledge 
and support the child in their 
understanding of their own 
racial identity. 

The process starts with 
contacting the Greenwich 
Adoption Team, based in the new 
Woolwich Centre, Wellington 
Street. They can guide the 
prospective adopters through 
the process, which starts with 
an interview, then filling an 


application form and then going 
for an assessment. Checks on 
adopters include medical, 
criminal and reference checks. 
A social worker will work 
alongside them and carry out an 
ongoing assessment. This would 
be followed by a meeting with 
an adoption panel that, if all is 
well, will grant them the right to 
adopt. Then they would have to 
wait for a child to be matched to 
them. After a ten- week fostering 
placement they would be able 
to apply to adopt the child. 
During the assessment process 
there is also a chance to speak to 
people who have adopted a child 
themselves - probably the best 
way to get a real understanding 
of what it involves. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, Greenwich 
Council’s Cabinet Member for 
Children and Young People said, 
“Adoption helps change the lives 
of young people, and speaking to 
those who have adopted a child 
it is life-changing and rewarding 
for the adults too. Adoption 
is not a daunting process, but 
it does take time, effort and 
commitment.”

Seahorse rides 

into Greenwich! 

Thames welcomes a faithful little monster

THEY mate for life after 
elaborate courting rituals 
- and it looks like they’re 
about to set up home in 
Greenwich! 

This baby seahorse is only 
about two inches long but it 
has got scientists jumping up 
and down with excitement. 

It was found in the Thames 
during a routine fisheries 
survey at Greenwich, and the 
Environment Agency says 
it suggests there is a colony 
nearby in the river. 

It is the first time that these 
rare creatures have been found 
so far up the Thames, and 
the first time in this part of 
London. 

Seahorses have always been 
visitors to the coastal waters 
around the British Isles 
but more recent sightings 
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NOT ONLY THE EELS ARE ALIVE: the baby seahorse discovered in the Thames at Greenwich - just two inches long 


suggest that there may be 
more permanent populations 
around the UK. 

In 2008 they were protected 
under the 1981 Wildlife and 
Countryside Act. Before that 
only a handful of specimens 
had been found in the Thames. 

The creatures, called the 
short-snouted seahorse, grow 
up to around 15cm and are 
relatively rare in the UK. They 
are mainly found on the south 
coast and are one of the few 
animals that mate for life. 

Fisheries officer Emma 


Barton told GT: “The seahorse 
we found was only 5cm long, 
a juvenile, suggesting that 
they may be breeding nearby. 
This is a really good sign that 
seahorse populations are not 
only increasing, but spreading 
to locations where they haven’t 
been seen before. 

“We routinely survey the 
Thames at this time of year 
and this is a really exciting 
discovery. We hope that further 
improvements to water quality 
and habitat in the Thames will 
encourage more of these rare 


species to take up residence in 
the river.” 

No seahorse was hurt in 
the making of this story. The 
Greenwich seahorse was 
released back into the river. 

The Environment Agency has 
carried out regular monitoring 
of the fish populations within 
the Thames Estuary since 
the late 1980s. This data has 
enabled it to understand the 
importance of the river as a 
nursery and breeding ground 
for species of commercial and 
conservation importance. 


Howzat for an Olympic legacy windfall?

James Fleming, of Blackheath 
Cricket Trustees, which is also 
contributing £45,000 to the project, 
said: “The completion of this project 
will end a ten-year search for a high 
quality cricket ground in this part of 
the borough. During these 10 years, 
Blackheath Cricket Club has grown 


to become one of the largest clubs in 
England, fielding 14 senior league 
teams and 14 age group league 
teams. 

“This growth has also been reflected 
through other local clubs, so this 
new facility will a great addition for 
the community.” 

Sport England chair Richard Lewis 
added “This playing field will be a 
lasting sporting legacy beyond the 
2012 Games for the Olympic Borough 
of Greenwich, where generations will 
enjoy their first experience of sport.” 
The announcement came as Sport 
England invited more local groups 
to bring the 2012 legacy to life in 
their area by bidding for support 
for a local playing field through 
the second £2 million round of 
Protecting Playing Fields. 


In round one, over £2 million of 
National Lottery funding has been 
offered to sports clubs and local 
groups to bring disused playing 
fields back into use, improve existing 
sites or create new sports pitches. 
Protecting Playing Fields is part 
of the Places People Play legacy 
programme to bring the inspiration 
and magic of a home Olympic and 
Paralympic Games into communities 
all over the country. 

Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for culture and 
the Olympics, said: “This will be 
a wonderful facility for a deprived 
part of the borough. It’s yet another 
example of the wonderful legacy we 
will have up to and well past 2012.”

Greenwich Council has cut its 
carbon emissions by nine per 
cent. 

It has been working to reduce 
emissions through a range 
of energy-saving schemes in 
council-owned buildings, with the 
aim of cutting them by a third. 

The council signed up to the 
national 10:10 campaign to 
encourage residents 

and businesses to reduce 
carbon output by 10 per cent 
during 2010. It was one of the first 
local councils to put its name to 
the campaign, underlining its 
determination to cut carbon 
emissions. It has introduced 
a range of energy-saving 
schemes, including rationalising 
council and community 
buildings. The new Woolwich 
Centre in Wellington Street 
has been equipped with state- 
of-the-art technology. Among 
the innovations that are helping 
to reduce costs - and carbon 
emissions - are solar panels 
whose zero-carbon electricity is 
powering the Centre’s lighting, 
computers and other day-to-day 
facilities. 

It has introduced a range of 
energy-saving schemes, including 
rationalising council and 
community buildings. 

The new Woolwich Centre 
in Wellington Street has been 
equipped with state-of-the-art 
technology. 

Sustainability measures that 
were put in place include: 


o A climate wall which allows the 
building to be heated, cooled and 
ventilated naturally. 

o Reduced water consumption from 
water-efficient fittings and rainwater 
harvesting. 

o Green and brown roofs, which 
will enhance biodiversity and provide 
extra insulation and control local 
surface water flooding. 

o Solar photovoltaic panels to 
provide zero carbon electricity. 

o Devices which power down the 
network automatically when not in 
use. 


The measures will reduce 
annual carbon emissions by about 
a third compared to the buildings 
previously used to deliver the 
same council services. 

The council has also secured 
interest-free funding to install 
energy saving technologies in 
other council sites across the 
borough. These include high 
efficiency boilers, controlling 
power use, draft-proofing 
windows and doors, and loft 
insulation to reduce heat being

lost. It is estimated that these 
initiatives have already saved the 
council around £140,000 during the 
last 12 months. 

The council is also encouraging 
employees and visitors to the 
Woolwich Centre to walk, cycle 
and use public transport rather 
than private vehicles. Council 
employees are also being asked to 
switch off equipment after use and 
use energy efficient equipment. 

Cllr Rajwant Sidhu, the 
council’s member for greener 
Greenwich said: “The campaign 
10:10 recognises that any cuts 
in carbon emissions is a success 
and that achieving the full 10 per 
cent in a single year is extremely 
challenging. Nine per cent is a 
massive achievement and one 
which the borough should be very 
proud of. 

“The council has been working 
extremely hard to maximise 
significant reductions in emissions 





- both in the direct activities of 
the council and in the support we 
give to residents and businesses. 
The council will continue to take 
the lead both through practical 
measures that we take ourselves 
and through the support and 
encouragement that we can give 
to individuals and organisations 
to change their behaviour. In doing 
so, the council is helping to protect 
the environment today and for 
future generations to come.”

Get home help for some 
really bi g energy savings 


HOMES in Greenwich’s Coldharbour 
and New Eltham ward have been 
chosen for a new pan-London energy 
efficiency scheme called RE:NEW, to 
reduce carbon dioxide emissions. 

Each property will get an energy 
survey, energy advice and free 
measures such as radiator panels 
and electricity display monitors. 
Where households are eligible they 
will also be offered the chance of 
free or subsidised loft or cavity wall 
insulation funded by the energy 
suppliers. 

Coldharbour and New Eltham ward 
was chosen for its large percentage 
of privately owned properties, and 
its high proportion of vulnerable 
residents living on low incomes. 

It is also the fourth ranked ward in 
the borough for energy efficiency. 
Every household in the ward will 
receive a letter telling them about the 
initiative, which will be followed up 
by door knocking on a street-by-street 

It is hoped that 1,500 of the 5,124 
households in the ward to take up the 
offer of a survey. 

Around £6m of Central Government 
funding has been approved for the 
scheme, and is being managed by the 
Greater London Authority (GLA). 


This has been divided equally 
between all London boroughs, giving 
each borough an allocation of about 
£184,000 to deliver the ‘Coldbusters’ 
energy efficiency programme. There 
is no financial contribution towards 
the cost of the project required from 
Greenwich. 

Cllr Rajwant Sidhu, the council’s 
cabinet member for Greener Greenwich, 
said: “Our support for this scheme is a 
clear demonstration of our commitment 
to saving energy and reducing carbon 
emissions.” 

And cllr Steve Offord, cabinet member 
for housing, said: “I would encourage 
all residents in Coldharbour and New 
Eltham to take advantage of the free 
survey.” 

Meanwhile, free loft and cavity 
wall insulation is now available to 
residents in privately-owned homes 
in Greenwich’s Abbey Wood and 
Thamesmead Moorings wards. 

It follows a new deal between 
Greenwich Council and energy firm 
Osborne Energy Ltd. 

Residents who receive income related 
benefits are eligible for the freebie. 
Other private sector residents can 
receive loft insulation for around £99 
and cavity wall insulation for around 
£119. 


Osborne Energy is delivering an 
introductory letter to every private 
property in the area. This will be 
followed up by door knocking and, if 
agreed by the resident, a brief check 
on the need for insulation measures. 

If the resident is eligible, the visit will 
be followed up by installation within 
two to three weeks. The work will 
be carried out by Dawsetway Ltd, a 
preferred provider for Greenwich. 
Osborne has already been working with 
Greenwich on a similar arrangement in 
the Shooters Hill area. They identified 
the two new wards as appropriate 
for the project, based on building 
construction type, tenure and household 
incomes. 

There is no cost to Greenwich Council 
in the deal. The energy measures will be 
funded by Carbon Emission Reduction 
Target (CERT) cash, which each of the 
big energy suppliers are obliged to 
make available for energy efficiency 
measures in private housing. Osborne 
Energy has an agreement with Scottish 
and Southern Energy to make up to 
£700,000 available to fund this project.

WORKING Tax Credit (WTC) provides extra 
help for people in low income full-time work. 
Families with children and older workers 
normally have to work at least 16 hours a 
week to qualify. Single people and couples 
without children must be aged 25 or over and 
working at least 30 hours a week. 

There are special rules which allows some 
disabled workers to also get WTC if they are 
working at least 16 hours a week. To qualify, 
you must have a disability or health problem 
that limits the work you can do and must 
be either be receiving certain disability or 
incapacity-related benefits (or were receiving 
these benefits in the six months before you 
claimed). WTC rates are higher for people 
with disability. You can continue to get 
WTC as long as your circumstances remain 
unchanged. Some people are missing out 
on this extra help because HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) have been reviewing claims 
and have reduced some claims incorrectly. If 
you used to get disability element in Working 
Tax Credit which has now stopped - please 
get advice. HMRC are addressing this issue 
but can only put claims right if people contact 
them. If you have been asked to repay tax 
credits you received because you are disabled, 
please get advice.

THERE was a real carnival 
atmosphere in Woolwich 
when schoolchildren paraded 
through the town dancing the 
Samba.

The children from Our Lady 
of Grace and Cardwell primary 
schools were on the march to 
promote the Green Chain, the south 
London walking route that covers 
more than 50 miles of parks and 
green spaces. 

They were also beating the drum 
for sustainable forms of transport. 
TARU Arts (Transforming Arts and 
Regenerating Understanding) led 
the parade, with teachers to help 
engage in educational activities 
outdoors. 

The Green Chain partnership has 
been working with primary schools 
in the borough for a number of 
years to encourage more of our 
children to access nature. 

Rudy Rocha, leader of TARU said: 
“We try and make it a fun day for 
the children - which is one of our 
main strengths - but we also wanted 
to make it as easy as possible for 
the teachers. The main message we 
want to get across is that despite 


the obvious popularity of the 
internet and gaming, children love 
to explore nature when they get the 
chance; their enjoyment of it from 
a young age will encourage them to 
respect and protect.” 

The Green Chain Walk links more 
than 50 miles and 300 open spaces 
of woodland, commons, parks and 
recreation grounds forms one of 
London’s most diverse official 
long distance walks. Following the 
Green Chain Walk it is possible to 
travel from the Thames riverside 
at Woolwich, Thamesmead or Erith 
down to the southern suburbs of 
Crystal Palace and Nunhead in one 
direction and Chislehurst in the 
other.

Provoking discussion 

Greenwich Playhouse’s latest offering : The Provoked Wife was well ahead of its 


time when it was written. Grace Lipski reports on its lasting appeal... 


# THE Provoked Wife is laden 
with preconceptions. 

I wondered what kind 
of show it was, a crime 
thriller, a drama, or in 
fact, a comedy? It was indeed the latter, 
a 300-year-old comedy by Sir John 
Vanbrugh, written with themes in it that 
are timeless: marriage, lust, infidelity and 
social status. The play was set in 1920s 
Mayfair. 

Upon entering we were transported into 
the 1920s, with a melody and song playing 
and orange nostalgic lighting. 

The cast was small but animated - nine 
actors with some playing more than one 
role. The main action occurred between 
titled ‘provoked’ wife Lady Brute (played 
by Laura Corbett) husband Sir John 
Brute (John Dorney), Constant (Jamie 
Hutchins), Heartfree (Sam Nicholl), and 
Bellinda (Fleur Shepherd). 

It was quintessentially English from the 
outset. 

The dialogue was so fast-paced at times it 
was like it was on fast-forward. 

The femme fatale-type character Lady 
Fanciful entered wanting gratification 
and compliments from the women. 

There was palpable dislike between the 
characters. 

We were introduced to another 
appropriately named character Heartfree, 
who had a jaded and cynical view about 
love, women and romance. He told 
Fanciful of her ill ways, that God had 
done her injustice by giving her “looks 
and wit.” Typical sexist view of the 
period. I lost count through the show 
of the use of the word “impertinent”, 
especially when referring to women. In 
contrast, the other code word of the play 
was “virtue/virtuous.” So in the males’ 
opinion the women could be either one or 
the other of these traits. Not both. There 
were echoes of Taming of the Shrew with 
a woman having a feisty nature being 
seen as a bad thing. 

The character Constant was the yin to 
Heartfree’s yang. He had an optimistic 
view of love and marriage as was besotted

with Brute’s wife. He had a foolish 
innocence about him. 

Domestic abuse is touched on when 
Brute snaps at his Lady for complaining 
about his tobacco smoking. She runs 
screaming from the stage while he dashes 
his newspaper in her direction. Later on 
in the play he forces himself on his wife. 
Brute (yet again, well named), played 
by John Dorney was notably the most 
abrasive and animated performer of the 
night. He delivered his lines with as much 
gusto and energy that could be mustered 
and even made some of the audience 
jump and laugh at times with his actions 
and dialogue. He played an archetypical 
chauvinist. He talks about women as 
whores, wives as bores and drinks and 
smokes to no end. He provided a lot of 
slapstick comedy to the show. 

Bellinda made a play for Heartfree just 
to have one up on Fanciful who she knew 
wanted the younger man. 

The play may have been set and written 
in a different time, but I couldn’t help but 
draw comparisons to the WAGs of today. 
Some still marry men to consolidate 
their social status and income and make 
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a play for men because of their position. mean so much more. 8110

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you 
when you registered, or when your circumstances 
changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise 
according to the law, particularly homeless people, 
and others with an urgent need to move for 
medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including 
those that are in priority bands A and B.

played for Access until they closed down 
and now I’ve formed a new team called 
KeyRing United.” 

KeyRing is a network organisation that 
helps adults with learning disabilities live 
independently Mark, who has a flat in 
Plumstead and works three days a week 
as a volunteer in wood recycling, clearly 
loves his football.

IT was the least a 
committed community 
newspaper reporter could 
do. 

One team at the South 
London Special League (SLSL) 
six-a-side tournament had 
only four players.
